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(54) ELASTIC COUPLING 

(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To increase the degree of freedom so as to 
obtain the prescribed torsional rigidity by providing a 
projecting part which is projected in ttie radial direction 
at the opposite position of the specified angle of the 
shaft end part of the other shaft, and engaging this 
projecting part with the cylindrical shaft end part in the 
circumferential direction with the prescribed play. 
CONSTITUTION: An elastic coupling 1 is housed in a 
small diameter cylindrical shaft 3 of a large diameter 
cylindrical shaft 2 where one of the yokes of universal 
joints is integrated so that the shaft end part of the small 
diameter cylindrical shaft 3 may be in the non-contact 
condition. Projecting parts on each end of a pin 5 which 
is inserted in the radial direction and mounted on the 
shaft end part of the small diameter cylindrical shaft 3 
are engaged with U-shaped notch parts 2a, 2a to be 
provided at the opposite position by 180° of the shaft 
end part of the large diameter cylindrical shaft 2 
through the prescribed play in the circumferential 
direction. A cylindrical member 6 integrated with the 
small diameter cylindrical shaft 3 is externally inserted 

in the closely adhered condition through an elastic cylindrical member 4 on the outer 
circumference of the large-diameter cylindrical shaft 2. This constitution allows the increased 
sectional area of the elastic member 4 due to the increased inner and outer diameter; and the 
torsional rigidity of the elastic member 4 is increased thereby. 
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
